SAD FATALITY.
A Washington County Farmer Killed at
McDonnld Station,
Mr. Thomas Wilson, an old and respected
farmer of Washingion county, was Instaut'y

The water in the canal for a dla-
tance of a mwile and a balf had In & wonderfully
short time disappeared in a cavity, of which the
;ilmenaionn of the opening were forty by fifty
eet.

Careful investigations were made of the
neighboring streams and the eurronnding
country, but no outlet for the water was
discovered.

Above the canal, in a wood, three apertares
were made, averaging in diameter tweoty by
twenty-five foet. In these holes or cavities

| roeks and trees were swallowed up. The tops

|

of the trees were visible to the eye, while the
trunks were entirely buried in the earth. Fie-
sures were made on the surface below the canal,
to the extent of hundreds of yards.

Laborers have been constantly engaged in
filling up the hole in the eanal, but as yet have
made no apparent progress. One hundrad
bundles of corn slalks, together with the
branches of trees, were thrown into the eavity,
and disappesred immediately from sight.

The caunse of this phenomenon is a mystery
which only an Agassiz can attempt te explain.
SBome think that there 18 a cave in the hill, and
that this immense volume of water has been de-
posited there by n breakage in the upper layer
of earth eurmounting the cave.

A NOON-DAY BANK ROBBERY,

A New York Bank Robbed of $25,000 In
Money and Bonds—No Clue to the Rob-
bers.

From the Utica Observer, 10th,

The inhabitants of Fulton county have been
ina high state of excitement since Saturday
noon, cansed by the robbery of the Gloversville
Bank, at Gloversville, In the early part of Satur-
day afternoon, and the Killing of Marcus Dye,
in the same village, at 1 o'clock yesterday morn-
ing, The followingare all the particulars of the
robbery which we are allowed to make public at
present:—Between 1 and 2 o'clock on Saturday
afternoon n man came into the Gloversville
Bavk and inquired how large a Government
mo“ﬂ@ it was necessary to aflix to a mortgage for
$#1000. The teller replied, *'A #1 stamp.” The
man thanked bhim and stepped back from the
counter to a small desk to make way for other
parties who entered at that time.

After these parties had been waited on, the
man approached the teller’s desk and sald he
observed that the bank advertised “Northern
Pacific Railroad bonds for eale,” and engaged
the teller in conversation about rallroad securi-
ties, making a epecial inquiry in regard to the
value of the Fonda, Johnstown,and Gloversville
Rallroad bonds as an investment. The teller

ave him all the Information in his power.

fter further conversation on varlous subjects,
the stranger thanked the teller for the informa-
tion recelved, and left the bank. While the
teller was thus angafed. a second party, who
was, without doubt, the *‘pal” of the ngulsitive
strapger, obtained access to the vanlt of the
bank and succeeded in abstracting from it avail-
able funds to the amount of #15,000, and about

#10,000 worth of North Carolina coupon and

other bonds, i
The robbery was not diecovered until ®wo or

three hours after it had been committed, when
the alarm was Immediately given. An effort
was made to notify the police at Fonda, but the
robbers were sharp enongh to cross the tele-
graph wires, cutling the Gloverville ofiice out
of the cirenit. 'When the officers reached
Fonda, they found that two men, one answering
the description of the person who conversed
with the bapk-teller, had engaged a horse ata
livery stable to go to Gloversville, had been
gone long enough to drive there, and had re-
turned the horse to the stable, This is the orly
clue yet obtained which we are permitted to
make public at present.

REMARKABLE SURGICAL CASE.

Raised from the Dend to Sue a Rallrond
Company for $30,000.

The Ballimere Sun says:—In the Court of
Common Pleas a case was commenced in which
Thomas Fitzpatrick, by his next friend, ete.,
sues the Baltimore and Ohio Rallroad Company
for damages, lald at 30,000, The plaiutiff s
a boy, fourteen years of age, who was Injured
on the 20th of November, 1870, by the cars of
defendant, whe is charged with negligence.
The ipjuries recelved by the boy, and
his escape from death, present a remarkable
case of successful surgery. The boy attempted
to cross Bouth Howard street by an opening io
a train of twenty-five burden cars standing on
the track. The traln was put in motion and the
boy was caught between the cars. The result
wans that his collar bone was fractured, his
sboulder blade crushed to “‘a bag of bones,” the
upper part of his arm broken, and two or three
ribs erushed. A plece of iron tere open his right
cheek, fractured his jaw and cut off his tonguae
by the roots, DBr. McKowen, who first saw the
boy, testified that be did not think the boy could
survive but a few nours. Floding him alive
next morning he ealled on Dr, Allan P. Bmith,
who waa a gkilful surgeon, to try and relleve the
bov's snfferings.

Dr. Bmith was In conrt and testified
that he did not think the boy could live; he was
unable to take food or drink water in conse-
gquence of his lacerated threat, and was suffer-
ing terribly from thirst, and afterwards frum
hunger. He succeedod in keeping him alive by
injections of beef tea and mlll‘: punch by a pipe
conveyed through the nestril to his etomach.
Dr. Bmith had preserved the boy's tongue in a
bottle of spirits which was shown to the jury.
Notwithstanding his complicated injuries, und
the fact that the wound had not yet healed, the
boy was in court and testified in his case as far
as he was able with his indistinct speech. He
can utter sounds with the lips, and some guttn-
ral and nasal tones, but of course ean speak no
words requiring the use of the tongue. The
case is still on trial.
